1. Claims 1, 3-4, 6-8, 10-21, 33-36, 42-45 and 47-52 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to teach a nonwoven fabric of the present invention that particularly comprises a base layer 
and an upper layer that comprise a continuous array of hydroentangled and consolidated fibers 
and the base and upper layers are interconnected between the voids such that the voids are 
bounded in all directions by hydroentangled and consolidated fibers. Applicant's amendment 
and arguments filed on November 03, 2009 relating to the combination previously applied have 
been found to be persuasive.
